P ttsburg, Pa., Oct 14, By an acci­ 
dent last night on the Carnegie branch 
of the W est End Traction road three 
persons were killed and fourteen were 
badly injured. The killed are: 
GEORGE ROTHMAN, furniture deal­ 
er at Carnegie. 
JACOB HEISEL, glass dealer, Car­ 
negie. 
MRS. ELIZABETH BISHOP, No. 1509 
Carson street. 
The injured, as far as known, are as 
follows: 
Michael Foley, West End, Pittsburg; 
badly cut about head and body; dan­ 
gerously hurt. 
Mrs. Foley, head cut and body badly 
injured. 
Professor Alexander Phillips, Pitts­ 
burg Academy; 
head and neck cut; 
serious. 
O. J. Baldwin, Youngsville, Pa.; skull 
fractured. 
Miss Emma Laughlin, No. 309 
At­ 
wood street, Pittsburg; scalp wound; 
both legs crushed. 
Mrs. Pearl Hoon, Beaver Falls; scalp 
wound. 
Unknown boy, bruised. 
Robert Wiley, IO years old; badly 
bruised.

crushed and head cut. 
Frank McGuire, conductor; badly 
bruised. 
Mrs. Leetz, badly bruised. 
Her 6-year-old son, seriously hurt. 
The accident happened to car No. 56 
on the long hill coming to the West 
End on its way to Pittsburg. Just as 
the car started down the heavy grade 
the brake broke and the car was soon 
beyond control of the motorman. The 
speed became terrific, and when a sharp 
curve over the foot of the hill was 
reached the car made a wonderful leap, 
landing trucks uppermost in 
McCar­ 
thy’s Run, six or eight feet below the 
track grade. 
The accident occurred at a lonely 
spot, and it was some time before as­ 
sistance reached the sufferers, who were 
wedged tightly in the wreck. 
When 
the conductor saw that the car was 
beyond control, he lay down on the 
floor and advised the others to follow 
his example. 
The killed were found 
wedged under the roof of the car, which 
had been smashed in upon them. The 
escape of any of those on the car was 
miraculous. The dead were brought to 
the Pittsburg morgue, and the injured 
to the several hospitals. 


Washington, Oct. 14.—The manner in 
which the Venezuelan question is to be 
brought before Congress has been out­ 
lined in a general way by those who 
have been most interested in the sub­ 
ject. This will be by means of a reso­ 
lution to be introduced, it is probable, 
on the first day of the session. It will 
provide fcr the appointment of a com­ 
mittee of six, three from the Senate and 
three from tile House, to consider the 
entire question and to report as to the 
rights and obligations of the United 
States, and the course desirable for this 
Government to take.

The purpose is to have all neces­ 
sary material in the way of historical 
data ready for the committee as soon as 
it is appointed, and it is expected that 
a report will be made to both branches 
of Congress before the holiday recess.

Severely 
Turkish Commission Win Deal 
with Offenders. 
Constantinople, Oct. 14.—The Porte 
has appointed a commission to inquire 
into the recent Armenian arrests, and 
has promised the powers to deal se­ 
verely with any one who is found to 
have tortured the Armenians in prison. 
Many persons were killed and wound­ 
ed in the recent disturbances in the 
Ismid district, southeast of Constanti­ 
nople, in Asia Minor, but order has 
been restored. The town of Ismid is 
the residence of Greek and Armenian 
archbishops. 
A report has reached the Patriarch­ 
ate that two Armenians were murdered 
on leaving the Koumkapou church, 
during the evacuation of the churches 
by the Armenian refugees. 


Killed a Constable. 
Columbia, S. C., Oct. 14.—Yesterday 
at Greenwood, S. C., J. J. Mosely, a 
liquor constable, was shot in the back 
of his head and instantly killed. Mose 
ly had just seized some liquor coming 
in on a late train. 
He was accom 
panied by a trial justice’s constable, 
and had a warrant. While storing the 
whisky in the depot a negro seized a 
jug and ran. Mosely fir^d two shots 
at him, and just then was shot from 
behind. 
Four negroes have been arrested and 
are guarded in the guardhouse. There 
are threats of lynching, and the local 
militia has been ordered to hold itself 
in readiness to respond to the orders 
of the mayor. 


IN A FREIGHT WRECK. 


Tiro Parts of a Broken Train Come To­ 
gether Near Waterbury, Conn. 
W aterbury, Conn., Oct. 14.—A serious 
freight wreck occurred here last night, 
when two parts of a broken train came 
together. Ten cars loaded with trot­ 
ting horses, live stock and other ex­ 
hibits from the Danbury fair, which 
closed last week, were crushed 
and 
thrown down a forty-foot embankment. 
Mazeppa, the famous champion trick 
horse of the world, valued at $40,000, 
was instantly killed. 
One man was 
fatally injured and two others serious­ 
ly hurt. The injured are: 
Henry Thompson, Boston, cut about 
head. 
James McCarron, Boston, contusions, 
head, arms and body. 
The train, which was a long one, was 
made up at Danbury. When about a 
mile from this city it parted in the 
middle, and the two sections came to­ 
gether again with a tremendous crash 
when near the center of the city. Cars 
were splintered and piled up in every 
direction. Ten of them fell in frag­ 
ments to the bottom of a forty-foot em­ 
bankment. The car containing Mazeppa 
was reduced to kindling wood. He was 
owned by H. D. McGuire, of Boston. 
The groom, Harry Thompson, had a 
miraculous escape from 
death. Mc­ 
Carron was pinned under a portion of 
the wrec for two hours, and had to be 
cut out with saws and axes. Traffic 
was suspended the entire evening.

San Francisco, Cala., Oct. 14.—Now 
that Durrant has told his story and has 
made answer to all the accusations im­ 
plied by the cross-questioning of the 
prosecutors, an impression exists that 
there is something to come which may 
have more effect on the minds of the 
jurymen than anything that has devel­ 
oped. This feeling is due to the confi­ 
dence with which District Attorney 
Barnes put startling questions relating 
to a conversation by Durrant with Miss 
Carrie Cunningham, a newspaper re­ 
porter, at the county jail within the last 
week, and to the address and indorse­ 
ment of an envelope which may or may 
not have contained a confession. 
When the prosecuting witnesses are 
put on the stand they will relate the 
words of a statement that bordered on a 
confession. They will seek to prove 
that this man, who has been silent for 
six months, talked of matters touching 
his very existence, and at a time when 
it was important for him to maintain 
silence. These witnesses will seek to 
show that Durrant made admissions 
which will destroy the whole fabric of 
the defense. 
The prosecution states that the even­ 
ing of September 22 Miss Cunningham 
visited Durrant at the county jail and 
that Durrant showed her a small en­ 
velope, which bore this address and in­ 
dorsement: “Messrs. Dickinson and Du- 
prey; to be opened in case I am convict­ 
ed; to be returned to me in case I am 
acquitted.”

THIS MORNING. 


The Inner Table of the Brain W as 
Fractured When He Tumbled From 
the Vv agon—Coroner's Jury Called 
and the Inquest Adjourned—Other 
Deaths. 


Henry Drafahl died this morning, 
from the effects of injuries received 
by falling from a wagon at the Church 
farm on the Magnolia road on Satur­ 
day night. 
His skull was fractured 
r nd his hip dislocated the wounds be­ 
ing such that little could be done to 
prolong his life. 
Drafahl was in town saturday with 
a load of potatoes, another man em­ 
ployed about the farm accompanying 
him. 
They left for home in the even­ 
ing and after the horses had 
been 
cared for, the other man went into 
the house. 
Drafahl did not come in, 
and the others went to look for him. 
As they entered the barn they saw 
bim lying on the floor in a pool of 
blood. 
He was picked up, and seeing 
th at his nip was out of joint, an ef­ 
fort was made to get the bone back in 
place. 
In the meantime a messenger 
had been sent to this city for a doctor. 
S k u ll 
W as 
F ractu red. 
Dr. Walter B. Metcalf and Dr. James 
Gibson came soon afterward, but they 
found that their skill would be of lit­ 
tle avail. 
Dr&fahl’s skull was found 
to be fractured in addition to the in­ 
jury to his hip, and he had received 
painful bruises. 
However, he was 
made as comfortable as possible, and 
lived until this morning, when death 
came to his release. 
The supposition 
was th at in climbing from the wagon, 
Drafahl fell, striking on 
his head, 
thereby inflicting the injuries. 
The dead m in was about eighteen 
years of age, and was a son of Mrs.F. 
Drafah', of this city. 
The latter 
seems to be getting her share of aor 
row and ill luck, as this is the second 
child who died a violent death, the 
other being drowned some time ago 
“ I think the fall caused a fracture 
cf the inner table of the brain,” said 
Dr. W. B. Metcalf today, “ and the 
suffusion of blood caused the discolor- 
oration.” 
Coroners’ Jury Called. 
In order th at all parties concerned 
be freed of any unjust criticism Dr. 
Metcalt decided to recommend a coro­ 
ners’ inquest to look into the cause of 
death, 
although 
there 
was no 
indication of anything but a natural 
death from injuries received by acci­ 
dent 
so Justice Richardson gave 
Constable Cochrane a summons for a 
jury. The men called upon were Al­ 
fred Alden, J. L. Bear, David Davies, 
Fred Clemons, C. H. Kueck and Henry 
C. Tall. 
After viewing the remains 
the inquest was adjourned until 10:30 
tomorrow morning.
